In his famous Aug. 15 New Economic Policy 
speech, President Nix on announced he was acting to 
“ check the rise in the cost of gov ernment” by ordering 
a postponement of federal pay raises and a 5 per cent 
in gov ernment personnel.

Signs of real progress toward this goal are not readily 
discernible.

Man is tempted everv day 
during his life. 
Jesus' too, 
I was tempted and through these 
encounters He identified Him­ 
self closer with mankind. 
Many persons believe to­ 
day’s youths are up against 
[ more 
numerous tem ptations 
than were those youths in pre­ 
vious generations. 
Certainly 
tem ptations have always ex­ 
isted and will continue to exist 
for all persons who have ideals 
and moral struggles to over­ 
come. 
Temptations, often subtle 
j and varied, must be recognized 
before they can be overcome 
All tem ptations tend to chip 
away at one’s faith. 
In today’s lesson we review 
the thrtv major tem ptaticr. 
Jesus encountered. 
In these 
incidents He provides a spirit­ 
ual heritage for us to consider 
as we daily encounter such 
struggles. 
A tem ptation obviouslv is a 
supreme test. 
Today’s scrip- 
1 tures tells how Jesus was test­ 
ed by the devil. 
First, the devil challenged 
Jesus to turn the stones into 
bread and thas satisfy His hun­ 
ger after going forty days with­ 
out food. 
Tne devil seeks to 
raise doubt in Jesus’ mind, and 
in the minds of the readers as 
well, by saying, “ IF you are 
the Son of God”.

JESUS OVr 1COMES 
TEMPTATION 
Man is tempted every day 
during his life. 
Jesus, too, 
was tempted and through these 
encounters He identified Him­ 
self closer with mankind. 
Many persons believe to­ 
day’s youths are up against 
more 
numerous temptations 
than were those youths in pre­ 
vious generations. 
Certainly 
temptations have always ex­ 
isted and will continue to exist 
for all persons who have ideals 
and moral struggles to over­ 
come. 
Temptations, often subtle 
and varied, must be recognized 
before they can be overcome. 
Ail temptations tend to chip 
away at one’s faith. 
in today’s lesson we review 
the three major temptations 
Jesus encountered. 
Ip these 
incidtrits He provides a spirit­ 
ual heritage for us to consider 
as we daily encounte- such 
struggles. 
A temptation obviously is e 
supreme test. 
Today’s scrip­ 
tures tells how Jesus was test­ 
ed by the devil. 
First, the devil challenged 
Jesus to turn the stones into 
bread and this satisfy His hun­ 
ger after going forty days with­ 
out food. The devil seeks to 
raise doubt in Jesus’ mind, and 
in the minds of the readers as 
well, by saying, “ IF you are 
the Son of God” . 
Often one is tempted today 
in the same psychological man­ 
ner. 
Yat Jesus could reply 
that 
‘‘Man earmut five by 
bread alone.” 
Next the devil showed Jesus 
all the kingdoms of the world. 
Certainly, this is picture lan­ 
guage as the devil promised 
Jesus control over these king­ 
doms with 
one restriction: 
Jesus had to rule under the 
devil’s direction. 
To this offer Jesus replied 
that a person can serve only 
one master. 
Jesus refused to 
divide His loyalty—He refused 
to “ sell out” to the devil. 
The final temptation placed 
before Jesus by the devil was 
the challenge to jump from 
the top of the temple.

devil again said, “ IF you are 
the Son of God,” the angels 
wUi save you.

NEW MADRID -- Farmers 
have three set - aside choices to 
make in the 1972 Feed Grain 
Program. 
“ Every 
farmer

First choice for producers 
who have 
feed 
grain bases 
(corn, barley or grain sorghum) 
on their farms is whether to 
sign up between January 17

25

voluntary feed grain program. 


When a producer signs up in 
the program, he agrees to set 
aside an acreage equal to 25 
percent of his total feed grain 
base. 
“ This 
is 
a 
five -percent 
increase in the set - aside over 
the 1971 program,” Hutcheson 
said. “A farmer agrees to keep 
his set - aside and conserving 
base acres out of production, 
and he is then free to plant all 
or part of his farm to any non - 
quota crop he wishes. 
“ The feed grain base is used 
only to figure the number of 
acres to be set aside and the 
payment total. It in no way 
limits the amount or the kind 
of non - quota crops he can 
grow,” Hutcheson explained. 
A feed grain producer who 
signs up for the qualifying 25 
percent set - aside may also 
sign up for one or both of two 


additional 
options

The Triune God: 
Fathe, Son and Spirit

The problem is somewhat 
like that of the Christian doc­ 
trine of the Trinity, the old 
church equation devised to ex­ 
plicate the puzzle implied by 
faith in Jesus us God while still 
affirming belief in only one uni 
versal God 
It sounds contradictory, yet it 
expresses the central mystery 
of Christianity, its deepest 
truth and the root of all oth­ 
ers " says Yale theologian 
Claude Welch 
Its also 
the 
most difficult to state ad­ 
equately 
Yet you can't get anywhere 
traveling without maps, or 
thinking without definitions, 
even if both are somewhat 
faulty Religious philologist lan 
Ramsey says the Trinity for­ 
mula simply provides neces1 
sary "rules for our talking " 
It's often misunderstood, and 
inevitably falls short of the di­ 
vine reality to which it points, 
observes Episcopal theologian 
John Macquame. yet it "has a 
much more coherent logic than 
many of its critics have al­ 
lowed 


Active in Three Ways 
Although its early phraseolo­ 
gy contains terms whose con­ 
notations have changed and 
which now can be misleading, it 


declares basically that God is of 
one essence, one being, active 
in three ways — as Father, Son 
and Holy Spirit. 
His “ modes of being.’’ Swit­ 
zerland’s Karl Barth puts it, 
are co-equal, co-eternal, yet ex­ 
perienced by mankind in partic­ 
ular times and circumstances 
Actually, it's impossible to 
speak of God at all except as a 
vague abstraction without re­ 
ferring to the particular content 
and forms by which he has 
made himself known to human 
beings 
And within their awareness, 
he has done it variously —• as 
Creator, Redeemer. Sanctifier 
his triune “ ways of being" 
God as recognized by man The 
concept has a pragmatic, exis­ 
tential dimension to it. 
"It is a language rooted in 
existence, in man’s experience 
of the approach of God," Mac- 
quarrie says. He refers to God 
as "Holy Being ’ and offers 
these descriptions of his three­ 
fold aspects 
“ Primordial Being" (the Fa­ 
ther), the hidden creative 
source and mind; “ expressive 
Being" (Jesus), a taking on of 
intelligible structures in time 
and space, and “ unitive Being" 
(Spirit), a continuing activity to 
restore and reconcile men to 
true participation in being 
Yet all are one. congruent, 
consistent, coherent features in 
God’s "Holy Being " He sees as 
one; man sees him as three. He 
definitely is not a triad, as in 
polytheism, scholars empha­ 
size. but a richly complex tri­ 
unity — a Trinity. 
It’s somewhat like liquid, ice 
and vapor, all water, yet ob­ 
served in three forms, or the 
thought, feelings and actions of 
one person 
In its development, the doc 
trine primarily was an attempt 
to uphold the full manhood and 
full Godhood of Jesus. While it 
asserts both, it doesn't purport 
to explain the underlying para­ 
dox of the Christmas event, the 
Incarnation 
So the old “ how" questions 
persist, seeking to bring into 
man’s objective purview what 


God ax Father, Son and Holy Spirit 


is inherently beyond it 
If Jesus was God and knew it, 
this condition itself would seem 
to have shielded him from the 
anxieties, temptations and un­ 
certainties of being genuinely 
human. 
Also, was he conscious of his 
role from the first, or did he 
grow into it° Moreover, if God 
is all-pervasive, "how” could 
he be limited to a single man in 
one place and time0 
Theologians over the years 
have wrestled with such ques­ 
tions, and offered various ex­ 
planations 
One now widely held is the 
"kenotic theory" — that Jesus 
divested himself during his 
earthly life of the divine quali­ 
ties of omnipotence, 
omm 
science and omnipresence 
“ Emptied himself." St Paul 
puts it, in order to live entirely 
within the limitations of man 
"He did not count equality with 
God a thing to be grasped.” but 


took “ the form of a servant" 
and “ humbled himself and be­ 
came obedient even unto 
death ’’ 
This, however, is rather tech­ 
nical logic Taking a different 
and perhaps more appealing ap­ 
proach, numerous theologians 
say that Jesus showed the basic 
compatability between total 
Godliness and total humane­ 
ness, a possibility only he has 
realized 
"A man becomes man pre­ 
cisely through his union with 
the divine word." savs Catholic 
theologian Gregory Baum 
"The closer this union the more 
human he is." All men share it 
to some extent, but in Jesus 
"this union was an absolute 
one." 
The Divine Word 
He thus constitutes "the 
complete and perfect man pre­ 
cisely because he is the divine 
word." Baum adds. This also 
points to an unrealized poten­ 


tiality in humanity itself. 
Protestant theologian John 
B Cobb of California’s School 
of Theology at Claremont, says 
the old “ dualistie" problem 
about how Jesus could be both 
God and man is based mostly on 
a fallacy in supposing that 
God’s presence in a man cur­ 
tails his being really human 
Actually, the opposite is the 
case, he maintains “ Against 
this dualistie assumption, the 
church rightly asserted fully 
human and fully divine .” 
He 
says it might be even clearer to 
say “ fully human because fully 
divine 
“ God makes himself present 
in every moment of human ex­ 
istence The more fully that 
presence is effective, the more 
fully open, free and responsible 
as well as loving that moment 
of existence is ” 
This is obscured as long as 
people juxtapose human “ self­ 
hood in contrast to God’s pres­ 
ence, Cobb adds, but in Jesus, 
the distinction was transcended 
and "he and the presence of 
God within him became one." 
Certainly, Jesus in his hu­ 
manity has never been consid­ 
ered all of God in his infinite 
presence and activity, but rath­ 
er to have projected that divine 
reality fully in human terms 
and the human context 
But did it happen auto­ 
matically in Jesus, by some 
inescapable compulsion0 Schol­ 
ars increasingly point out that 
Scriptures indicate it was a 
matter of growth, development 
and increasing awareness. 
As with other men, it in­ 
volved God’s invitation and 
Jesus’ response, says Catholic 
theologian Edward Schil- 
lebeeckx It didn’t “ come about 
one-sidedly even in Christ “ 
His understanding of his di­ 
vine mission also “ seems to 
have been a gradual realiza­ 
tion, 
says Catholic theologian 
Richard H McGrath 
Jesus had to make continual 
choices in the face of tempta­ 
tions. Scripture indicates his 
role was conditioned on his con­ 
tinual response. “ Therefore 


does the Father love me, be­ 
cause I lay down my life," he 
says. 
He is human to the core, 
weeping, thirsting, celebrating, 
wondering When would the end 
come? He didn't know. He was 
patient, tough, vigorous, domi­ 
nating, forgiving, supportive, 
bracing up the weak, building 
love. 
And also, “ 1 am the light of 
the world." 
Singularly among men, he 
was totally receptive to God’s 
will so that it covered “ the 
whole of his life, so that his life 
was the life of God himself," 
says Presbyterian scholar D M 
Baillie 


Yet he also is manhood in its 
fullest flower, and that not de­ 
spite. but because of his total 
Godliness A "sign raised to the 
nations," says Catholic theo­ 
logian Karl Rahner, a signal of 
the full possibility of "what it is 
to be a man " 


Every man. in a way, is more 
than himself, with a shadowy 
borderline between his behav­ 
ior and his best, between his 
conscious personality and the 
inner person, between the ob­ 
jective self and the subjective 
self within 


Two Sides in One 
Psychologists distinguish 
these as the "empirical ego" 
and the "transcendental ego," 
recognizing that they are not 
separate in essence, but only 
two sides of the same person 


Furthermore, man is not just 
a static nature, a fixed stock of 
characteristics, like a rock or 
potato, but is open-ended, 
emerging, dynamic, always 
coming into his own, a crea- 
turely being seeking creative 
being 
“ It is not so difficult for us 
today to accept a radical capac­ 
ity for self-transcendance in 
man," says Jesuit theologian 
Thomas E. Clarke. “ The scien­ 
tific, technological and cultural 
explosions of recent times 
make us wary of setting any 
fixed limits to man’s open­ 


ness." 
And Jesus points toward the 
utmost possibility, to men’s ca­ 
pacity to receive God’s gift of 
himself and thereby to become 
true men, to find their own real 
being "Yet not I, but Christ in 
me,” Paul puts the mystery 
It is something men can 
share and do share in partial, 
incomplete ways. They. like 
Jesus, are capable of love, of a 
genuinely giving, self-sacri 
ficial love, although they never 
allow it full play. 
“ The Kingdom of God is 
within you," Jesus said 


His Highest Heritage 
But it is held back by fear, 
distrust and a world of hurts 
It’s within man, limited, a 
stage, a possibility. It’s his 
highest heritage. Not his brain 
or conscience Just his ability 
to love This is his family like­ 
ness with God, tugging human­ 
ity on toward the full realiza­ 
tion of it 
“ God is love,” John's epistle 
says. That is what made Jesus 
and God one. and what some­ 
times, to a degree, if love is 
strong, makes two people virtu­ 
ally one, not by diminishing ei­ 
ther but by making each more 
fully himself That, and not for­ 
mulas, is what explains the 
Trinity. 
And it is what the Incarnation 
actualized in human history, an 
authentic love that gives itself 
away, that fulfills itself only in 
expending itself to nurture and 
complete others. It is no clever 
theory, but a life lived, a win­ 
dow into ultimate reality, re­ 
vealing that despite what histo­ 
ry looks like on the surface, 
love rules its center. 
And it is the destiny set be­ 
fore mankind. It is the Christ­ 
mas gift, the promise and the 
possibility. It says that holiness 
is not far off, buttery near, 
here among us, in the toils of 
earth. “ Behold, I stand at the 
door and knock," he said. Love 
is like that. It never lets you 
alone. It keeps asking, urging 
that one give it and live it and 
thus have life.

He points out th a t the 
turn of the century Art 
Nouveau technique, which 
has influenced much con­ 
temporary art, is related 
to Byzantine religious art 
A non-realistic use of color 
and flattening of perspec­ 
tive are typical. 
As an iconographer, Mr. 
Papaspiliopoulos leads the 
development of a “Byzan­ 
tine art of the 20th cen­ 
tury.” 
Assisted by the artists 
of his studio, he has deco­ 
rated some 30 churches in 
the United States. In his 
native Greece, he has dec­ 
orated 19 Athens churches 
Like Byzantine artists of 
centuries past, Mr. Papas­ 
piliopoulos works with tr a ­ 
ditionally authentic egg 
tempera. He makes his 
own tempera from egg, 
vinegar and ammonia. To 
this 
emulsion, 
coloring 
agents are added. 
He makes extensive use 
of gold leaf, another tra ­ 
ditional element in Byzan­ 
tine art. His work shows 
his own personal touch 
but always follows the 
pure Byzantine style.

As legend has it, St. Luke’s icon of the Madonna and his 
other paintings were the forerunners of the style of artistic 
expression known as Byzantine art. 
Oppressed and suppressed in some eras, Byzantine reli­ 
gious art has so original and distinctive a style that it re­ 
turned again and again, to thrive throughout 12 centuries. 
Today, it is enjoying a rebirth, through the efforts of dedi­ 
cated iconographers. 
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Shotting Images 


Iconography is a system 
for representing Christian 
subjects by means of pictures 
or images. Originally, the

images, especially icons, say 
the editors of the Encyclo­ 
pedia Americana. 
As an Iconoclast 
hater of 
icons— Leo forbade the cre­ 
ation of religious figures and 
images, and the Iconoclastic 
Age began in 726. 
Paintings on church walls 
were 
whitewashed,

When icons returned to 
favor in the 9th century, the 
Iconoclastic Age had been 
responsible for the loss of 
much religious art

had some benefits. 
S ecular,art gained by it, 
as artists of the monastic 
schools began to work under 
the patronage of the nobility. 
Even modern comic strips 
owe something to the Icono­ 
clasts. The monastic artists 
who turned to secular work 
brought with them the By­ 
zantine method of telling a 
story through a continuous 
series of drawings. 


Symbolism Halt's 


Surviving wars, crusades 
and conquests, Byzantine art 
flourished till the middle of 
the 15th century. 
Over the years, Byzantine 
artists influenced others, but 
were rarely influenced by 
others. 
Though 
the 
early 
Renaissance brought realism, 
the colorful, decorative and 
formal qualities of the By­ 
zantine style remained vir­ 
tually unchanged. 
In Byzantine art, highly 
stylized figures appear, with 
little or no three-dimensional 
effect. Gold backgrounds sug­ 
gest almost no sense of space. 
Familiar scenes such as 
the Nativity show painted 
figures th a t are allegorical, 
m y s t i c a 1, sy m b o lic _ b u t 
never realistic in color or 
form. 
For believers of the Greek 
Orthodox faith and other 
Eastern churches, the sym­ 
bolic nature of Byzantine art 


has a deep religious signifi­ 
cance. 
Considered solely as an art 
form, the Byzantine tech­ 
nique is renowned for its 
beauty and decorative ch ar­ 
acter. In its symbolic ap­ 
proach, this ancient art is 
closer to the art of today

There's Inspiration 


As in all forms of art, the 
story of the Nativity has been 
a source of inspiration to 
iconographers through the 
ages. 
The Madonna and Child 
have long been favorite sub­ 
jects for icons, while Byzan­ 
tine triptychs often showed 
Christ, Mary His Mother and 
John the Baptist. 
Other early iconographers 
turned to St. Nicholas, bishop 
of Myra, as a subject worthy 
of attention. The good bishop 
is known in legend as the 
forefather of Santa Claus.

Madison Square in New 
York and the Common in 
Boston were the scene of 
trees set up in 1912. In 1914 
Independence Square in 
Philadelphia had

Around each of these trees 
choirs gathered and sang 
carols. 
The custom of lighting the 
National Community Christ­ 
mas Tree in Washington,D C, 


began in 1923 when the Uni­ 
versity of Vermont sent a 
large tree to President Calvin 
Coolidge.

It is possible, 
however, that the fighting will 
teach the United States and

For many years after the 
British abandoned their empire 
on the Indian subcontinent, 
India managed to convey the 
idea that it possessed a unique 
moral authority. Though India 
was ambitious, arrogant and 
warlike, 
it convinced many 
A m ericans 
th a t 
it 
was 
ded icated 
to 
peace 
and 
spirituality. Not long ago, the 
Indian government condemned 
the U.S. For a small intrusion 
i n t o 
C a m b o d ia 
w here 
communist forces had enjoyed 
a privileged sanctuary for years. 
The Indians insisted that the U. 
S. get out of Southeast Asia. 
Now Americans can see 
India in its true colors, as a 
hypocritical, aggressor nation. 
India started a war against 
P ak istan 
and 
apparently 
intends to establish a puppet 
state in Bengal. The cost in 
human 
suffering 
of Indian 
aggression already is enormous. 
Moreover, there is every reason 
to believe India in future will 
offer military and naval base 
rights to Russia. 
Pakistan is not blameless, of 
course, and it would be a 
mistake for the United States 
to take sides in the struggle 
between two warring proletarian 
nations.

Japan Carpeted by 
Sea-to-Sea People

KYOTO, Japan (N E A ) 
Put hall of America s 200 million people into California, 
and you have present-day Japan. For m ost Japanese, 
living is com pressed as in no other modern industrial 
country. 
In this ancient city which for centuries w as Jap an ’s 
capital, I sat in a car at a busy downtown curbside on a 
cloudy Sunday and watched a thick-flowing river of peo­ 
ple. There was no break in the stream . 
Mostly 
smiling, 
plainly 
enjoying 
them selves, 
the 
strolling people never shoved, never cut anyone off, rarely 
even brushed elbows. It w as true, what I had heard: The 
Japanese find great pleasure not just in walking, but in 
walking in throngs, with the sense of others close by. 
Good thing it is, for the throngs are everyw here — on 
the streets, in the stations, at the thousands of tem ples 
and shrines, 
in the 
m ultilevel 
underground 
shopping 
arcades. 
Some 50 per cent of Jap an ’s 100 million people live on 
a m ere 1.5 per cent of the land in these damp, forested, 
volcanic islands. Were they truly abrasive in their public 
behavior, their lives would be crushingly chaotic and 
m iserable. They are not 
Yet, nothing so cram ped as Japanese living could be 
altogether smooth. There are those fam ous pushers who 
thrust com m uters into T okyo’s overloaded subway trains. 
Tem pers do not run short in the Tokoyo pressure-cooker. 
Motor traffic is incredibly congealed everyw here on the 
many narrow streets and too few expressw ays. Japanese 
who walk at easy pace are often wild at the wheel, slash ­ 
ing for advantage. 
It takes too long to m ove around town or get to jam m ed 
beach and mountain resorts. Many go anyway, struggling 
for the natural scenes the Japanese love. 
Here I saw fam ilies clustered on a river bank under 
bright um brellas in a morning rain. Others m oved across 
an old bridge. Thousands threaded their w ay through the 
shrines and tem ples. 
For those who could not reach these favored places, the 
hearts of the cities were the Sunday targets. It w as like 
the day before Christmas in the big departm ent stores on 
T okyo’s celebrated Ginza. Traffic is shut off on that 
street on Sunday afternoons, so it turns m agically into a 
carnival of romping children and relaxing grandmothers 
planted on benches in richly woven kimonos. 
But the quest for diversion can be hard for such m ulti­ 
tudes. Bowling is the new Jap anese rage, with large, 
gleam ing-white rooftop bowling pins m arking the alleys. 
And then there is paehinko. It’s a kind of upright pin­ 
ball gam e. The player gets 20 steel balls for 15 cents. If, 
flicking a sm all lever, he drops enough in the key holes, 
he wins extras he can convert to profit. In one paehinko 
parlor 1 counted 518 m achines, nearly all m anned by m en 
of varying ages, playing with unbelievable concentration.

Solar Heat Conversion 
Into Electricity Studied 


CAPE 
KENNEDY, 
Fla. 
(AP) — To solve a growing 
power crisis on earth, man is 
studying how to use orbiting 
satellites to convert the sun’s 
r ays 
i n t o 
p o l l u t i o n - f r e e 
electrical energy. 
The Air Force, the space 
agency 
and 
some 
industrial 
concerns have looked into the 
possibility of placing a network 
o f 
satellites 
in 
stationary 
orbits. The idea would be to 
have their banks of solar cells 
c a p t u r e 
solar 
h e a t 
and 
transform 
it 
to 
electricity. 
Generators then would convert 
the electricity to microwaves, 
which would be beamed to an 
earth station for reconversion 
to electricity. 
The studies show such a 
system could be developed in 
this country. It initially would 
be costly, but proponents say 
the eventual 
saving 
to the 
environment 
might 
make it 
worthwhile. 
Peter E. Glaser of Arthur D. 
Little Inc., a leading research 
organization, said the world’s 
supply of fossil fuel will be 
exhauste 
d 
within 
a 
few 
centuries. 
“This rapid exhaustion of 
our basic fuel can be readily 
understood when one considers 
t h a t 
wor ld 
d e m a nd 
for 
electrical 
power is doubling 
about once every decade,” he

of its wasce m aterials,” he said. 
That is why science is 
looking to the sun as a possible 
power source, Glaser reported.

satellite orbiting 22,300 miles 
above the earth “would be 
exposed continually to the sun 
except near the spring or fall

Solar cells have been used 
for years to provide power for 
unmanned satellites and have 
lasted fr as long as seven years. 
Glaser 
said 
that at 
the 
present cost of about $1,000 for 
each pound of material carried 
into orbit, a network of such 
s atell ites 
would 
be 
very 
expensive. 
The key to developing such 
a system, he said, would be the 
space 
shuttle, 
the reuseable 
rocket plane which NASA is 
developing to operate like an 
airliner, making 100 or more 
trips into space before wearing 
out. 
G l a s e r 
s a i d 
‘ ‘c o s t 
p r o j e c t i o n s 
based 
on 
an 
extension of presently known 
technology indicate the system 
would generate power at two 
to five times the cost from 
competing 
power 
generating 
plants.” 
He said the price could 
come 
down as 
technology 
improves 
the 
system 
and 
depending how widely it might 
be used in the world.
